> 15, and 20 meters for field use. [snip] I have a good 10m QRP xmtr 
>up and running 


If you have a good 10M xmitter up and running, why not use that on 
the other bands? If you have a 7 pole low pass filter (3 inductors, 4 
caps) which starts to roll off about 28.5 Mhz, you don't even have to 
change output filters if you stick to 15, 12 and 10. For 20, you 
would definatly need to switch in another low pass filter. 


Now the only question is how do you generate the input signal for the 
transmitter on the different bands? What you do here will depend on 
if you want a VFO or if its all to be xtal controled. Xtal control 
would be simple enough, but a VFO would most likely intail 
heterodyning and that gets a little involed, but not out of the 
question.

I ordered one of Joe's, N2CX, 2 band Gusher antennas and it arrived 
just in time to try it out before bringing up the trail today. 


What it is: 

The Gusher is a compact, light weight antenna system for protable or 
back pack use. It's designed to be errected as an inverted V. 
Therefore, you only need to get one support line up 20 or so feet 
ina tree. It comes with 30 ft of RG-174 coax with a BNC connector 
crimped on the end, and a neat little center insulator to attach the 
antenna element(s) to and a center support line. The antenna elements 
attach to srews in the center insulator with wing nuts. The antenna 
wire supplied with my Gusher is Teflon insulated. The whole thing 
wieghs in at about 15 oz. Cost is $28.00 pp. 


I ordered a 20/40 version, but you can pick any two bands 40-10. 

To test it out, I set it up in a White Birch tree next to my cabin. 
First I tried just the 40 M wires and it came up with a 1.06:1 SWR on 
7.040. Good enough. Then I tried just the 20M wires, again, nearly 
1:1 on 14.060. So far, so good. No need to trim the wires. 


But when I tried both the 40 and 20 wires at the same time, 40 was 
still good, but 20 was way off, almost 4:1. What went wrong? Well, 
ideally, the two dipoles should be at right angles or at least 
seperated by a few feet. In my test set up, this was not possible, 
due to tree branches in the way, lack of convinent tie off points and 
other obsticals around the shack. 


This is not to say the fan dipole setup woun't always work, but 
finding the ideal setup to fan out the dipoles could be difficult in 
the field. One other thing, dealing with four wires and tie-off 
lines can turn into a tangled mess in no time. 


So, I opted to make a trap dipole. I don't have the exact 

dimentions handy, but I seem to remeber it ended up 16 ft 10 in for 
the 20 M section and 14 ft something for the remander to make 40M. 
The traps are 24T on a T50-6 core with a 47pfd silver mic cap. I 
moved the turns around the core to make it resonate at about 14.1 
Mhz. SWR was close to 1:1 on 7.040 and 14.06. I also used #22 Teflon 
insulated wire. The traps were mounted to a small piece of copperless 
fiberglass pcb board. Two holes on each side were drilled to strain 
relief the wire and once the traps were soldered to the wire, they 
were covered with "Liquid Rubber" to water proof them. 


This is the set up I took up to the shelter today. 40 worked good, 
but since I didn't try too hard on 20, hard to say. 


Now I have four options. A 40M or 20M single band inverted V, a 40/20 
fan dipole or the 40/20 trap dipole. 


All in all, I think this antenna setup is great. It's well made and 
well worth it just for the center insulator and feed line. I doubt I 


would have ever taken the time to make up anything nearly as nice. 
Sure, it's easy enough to hack out your own antenna like this, but 
the convinence of having it come ready to go is worth a few bucks in 
my book :-) Actually, it's probably cheaper, not having to order the 
coax and find all the little odds and ends.

When I got up this morning, the Wx looked a little iffy, but by the 
time I got to the trail head at noon, the clouds were breaking up and 
some blue sky could be seen, so went ahead with the hike. 


It's been some time since I've last visted this shelter and I had 
remebered it wasn't a difficult hike, but had forgoten it was fairly 
long, about 5-6 miles, with the last 3/4 mile a pretty stiff climb, 
which is generally the case around here. Over all, the climb is about 
3000 ft. Took 2 1/2 hrs to get to the shelter, steady walking, no 
significant breaks. (if you stop, all the bugs catch up with ya) 


Shortly after arriving and setting up, an AT thru hiker passed by on 
his way to Maine, so had to chat with him a while and explain the 
little radio and all. 


Finally made my first contact at 19:11 UTC with W1PID, then N1MGA, 
N1EI, a long chat with N3CU, then W3PNL and finally W1II. So, only 
six contacts, all on 40M. 20M seemed dead. Amazing how quiet the 
radio is that far into the woods :-) 


By 20:00 UTC, 4 PM EDT, the clouds were getting thick, dark and 
lower, so decided it was best to pack up and run down the trial. Got 


back to the car just minutes before it started to rain. Whew. Feed 
quite a few 'sketers on the way down and a number of black flies on 
the way up. 


All in all, a good days work out, though not too productive contact 
wise. Will have to do it again, maybe make it an overnight next time. 
Just wish it would stop raining every darn day...

Hi, with switch at high power, max power out is 50 watts, you could run 
less by lowering drive control - - - 

at low position, maximum is around 5 watts out or so - be warned!! there 
is no swr protection for the driver (what you are running direct to 
antenna in low position) swr protection is built into TenTec power 
supplies as an overcurrent shut down - so swr protection only works at 
high power - - I recommend you adjust swr or tune tuner in high power 
position, then switch to low power. Have had to replace driver 
transisters at times because they do not handle high swr well.

Due to my TS-450S developing a failed backup battery 
(which is turning into a pain to resolve, alas) I 
decided to power up my old HT-37 which has been 
sitting unused for about 10 years. It does crank 


down to QRP levels nicely due to a front panel 
RF Level control that really works. 


At first it was chirpy and unstable. On advice 
from Glowbugs folk, I carefully cleaned the VFO 
capacitor bearings and tube pins. That produced 
some improvement, especially on 40 m. Above that, 
though, there is still chirp. The chirp is not 
directly related to operating at low power, it 
appears with 25-50 watts out as well. There is 
also some frequency drift, at least by today's 
standards, but once well warmed up that is in 
the range of a couple hundred Hz up and down 
over a minute or two, and maybe that's normal 
for equipment of this era. 


The power supply seems well-regulated, and the 
only guess I have is that old tubular capacitors 
in the oscillator/mixer/driver circuits may need 
replacement. Any other suggestions? Anyone have 
experience troubleshooting this old Hallicrafters?

I think part of the problem may be a lack of equipment and antennas. Although 
mostly it's probably just not thinking to give it a try. Here's a couple of 
things that might help equipment wise. 


Old CB antennas are great for ten meters. These can be had often for free or 
just a few bucks. An old TV rotor will easily swing a homebrew ten meter Yagi 
or Quad. These can be built cheap using house wire and 1/2"PVS pipe and 
fittings. 


Also, here's an idea. Thinking of building a 6 meter transverter. Make the 
filter sections plugin or switchable (latching relays??) and built/add another 
set for ten meters. An extra crystal and switch, you're on ten meters.

First, I want to say I'ma great admirer of Jim Kortge. He's a very talented 
man and his 2N2/40 is an awesome radio. I built one using Manhattan 
construction and love it and when he finishes his 2N2/15 I'll probably be 
one of the first people to build it too (Manhattan construction, of course). 
I look at Manhattan construction though, as sort of his trademark and I 
respectfully disagree with it being promoted as a good way for the average 
guy to build. 


Other than good looks and possibly the capacitance of the pads adding to the 
quietness of Jim's 2N2/40, I see no advantage to it. In fact, I think that 
cutting out pads and messing with the super glue can be a time consuming 
distraction from the actual building and testing process. 


Isn't point-to-point, dead bug, or ugly construction a much simpler way to 
build? And the easiest method for a beginner? I know it can be ugly, but 
with some effort, it can be made to look pretty nice too. I envision someone 
new to building getting the idea that Manhattan is the way everybody's doing 
it these days, then trying it, getting discouraged, and giving up. 


I've used protoboard and perfboard, I've built ugly, and I've built 
Manhattan, and I believe that Manhattan, by far, requires the most time and 
ability, yet its only advantage is its looks.

You couldn't be further from right about Manhattan construction. I find it 
doesn't take much time to use, the most time it takes for me is to cut the 
pads. That is measured in minutes for an enormous number of pads. 


No other advantages? How about modifying a circuit, or initially building a 
circuit? Couldn't be easier. Done both, much easier than other construction 
styles. Troubleshooting, much easier to unsolder a part, grab it, and put in 
a new one. Done that several times, extremely convenient. Looks? 
Definitely, it has an ellegance of its own, but I doubt that was the 
motivating factor behind Jim's use of Manhattan style. 


You built a 2N2 and you didn't see other advantages? I didn't see a great 
danger in working with Super-Glue like you mention, and like the fact that I 
could change the position of a component in seconds by moving the pad and 
re-glueing. 


Must say I've heard no negative comments on Manhattan style construction from 
anyone here. I've used many different styles of construction, and find this 
one is a tremendously convenient one.
